Green B. Morris, with sixteen 
horses, inclnding tha two-year-old Canard, the 
four-year-old Water Cure, the three-year-olds 
Janice and Antolight, started on a schadnle of 
fiye and a half days on tha road. The horses 
were in two express oars, each equipped with 
eight box stalls, padded and proyidad with 
clean straw. Tha cars were taken to Chicago 
by the fast Pannsylyania express No. 9, and 
switched to the Santa Fe express oyer tha Atch- 
ison, Topeka A Santa Fa Bailread. This is the 
first time the officers of the Santa Fe road 
hitched horse cars to its flyer. Mr. Morris’ 
stable will race at San Francisco, returning 
east next spring.

MR. WH1TM£\*S STUD. 

Although new in the list of breeders of 
thoronghbreds Mr. W. C. Whitney already has 
a grand array of stallions and broodmares at 
Headley Place near Lexington. Like the 
Keene’s he breeds only for his own use. Of the 
horses on his place Turf. Field and Farm says : 

’^The stallion stable is near the roadside, and 
night and day grooms are on guard there. 
Hamburg 6, by Hanover— Lady Reel, by Fellow- 
craft, cost Mr. Whitney 660,000 last spring, and 
he was travel worn when he arrived at the 
farm. His flesh was not as hard as it should 
have been when he left Montana for New York, 
and the journey told upon him. Through care 
and jndioioue feeding he regained his vigor, 
and now looks remarkably well. Twenty-five 
of Mr. Whitney’e mares were bred to him, and 
he was allowed to go to eeven outside mares. 
When Meddler was led out, Mr. William Bus- 
sell Allen pronounced him a higher type than 
Hamburg. This eleven-year-old son of St. 
Gatien and Busybody, by Petrarch, cost Mr. 
Whitney $19,000, and judging from the way 
his colts are mnning he was more than 
worth the money. The season drawing to 
a close has proved him to be one of the 
great thoroughbred sires of the world, and 
Hamburg will have to do exceedingly well to 
equal him in reputation. As Meddler stood on 
the crown of the hill, with the autumn enn 
flooding his glossy bay coat with gold, his head 
erect and his thin nostrils dilated, he was the 
ideal racehorse and the embodiment of power, 
symmetry and grace. His height is 15.34, bnt 
he is so well proportioned that he does not look 
it. He has a sweet disposition and it is not 
difficult to take care of him. He and Hamburg 
are exercised from one and a half to two hoars 
each day nader the saddle and are halter ! 
grazed for an hour. Hamburg eats ten quarts of 
oats a day and weU hs 1,226 pounds. Meddler’s 
daily ration of oats is nine quarts. Eighteen of 
Mr. Whitney’s mares were bred to Meddler last 
spring and seven more outside. The third 
stallion is Lissak (9), by Loyalist, out of 
Capability, by Chevioa, and eighteen mares 
were bred to him. His weanlings are strong 
looking colts. Mr. Whitney owns the control- 
ling interest in Sandringham, and has bred nine 
mares to him and two to Plandit. No mares 
are bred after May 15, as tbe desire is for early 
foals. The weanliugs are fed ground corn and 
oats three times a d ty, and no pains are spared 
to keep them growing. The brooi m ires are a 
grand lot with each f mil ar names > ppsaring 
in the list as those t.f Thjra, Tara Biacaburu, 
Urania, Yorkville Belle, Tallatioma, Samper 
Fidele, onffls Rnperta, Priue^ssi Bowling. Peg 
Woffington, Ortnia, Maori, M tame Himyar, 
Madame Reel, La Sulphide, Kildser, Kalnla, 
Isis, Irish Reel, H p cribs, Hnrly Bnrly, Hand- 
spun, Geisha, Equ taty, Eii;h Gray, Ba lyhoo, 
Beth Broeck, Admiration, Paisy F., Addis and 
many other famous on tbe track and in the stud. 

It is the policy of Mr. Whitney to give some 
mares a rest, so as not to tax severely their 
vitality, and therefore they are bred only every 
other season. Mr. Hogan says that thorough-
